SIR, 

I do myself the honor to forward herewith, for presentation to Parliament, 
the Abstracts of Marriages, Births, and Deaths registered in New South Wales, during 
the year 1865. | 

The returns of this year complete the first decennial period during which the Act Decennial period. 

19 Victoria, No. 34, has been in operation ; although, as it only came into force on the 1st 
March, 1856, the registrations for that year were necessarily confined to a broken period 
of ten months. To avoid a comparison which might be influenced by this circumstance, 
it has been considered more judicious to take those years only in which the records are 
perfect. The returns, therefore, with one or two exceptions, will be found to embrace 
the years 1857 to 1865; and it is upon the data which they furnish that I purpose offering 
a few comments on the most prominent features which present themselves. 


It is gratifying to be able to state that the objections to the Registration System popula of the 
which marked its introduction in this Colony, chiefly upon the ground of its supposed System. 
inquisitorial nature, are no longer advanced ; but, on the contrary, an enlightened spirit 
seems to actuate the colonists to lend their aid in giving effect to a measure which the 
wisdom of the Legislature enacted for the promotion of their general interests. The pro- 
visions of the Act appear now to be more clearly understood and appreciated; in proof 
of which, applications are of common occurrence, from all parts of the Colony, for the sub- 
division of existing districts and the establishment of new offices to facilitate registrations, 
which afford the strongest indication of the unqualified acceptation of the system as one 
of vast utility, whether regarded as a vehicle for introducing sanitary improvement, as an 
auxiliary in the cause of medical science, or as an invaluable depository of those links in 


the chain of evidence necessary to secure the right of legal succession to property. 


Nothing can more clearly demonstrate the favour with which the measure is now Its progress. 
viewed, than the facts which are presented in the table at head of page2,—shewing that during 
the ten years in which the Act has been in force, 264,149 names have been inscribed on the 
registers, and that upon a comparison of the registrations in the year 1857 with those in 
1865, there is an increase in the latter year of 7,882 names, or 34°04 per cent. 


The names of 31,035 persons were enrolled on the registers during the year 1865 ; Live sg 
comprising the entrance of 17,283 children into the community,—the exit of 6,596 men tration.

The natural increase of population during the year ended 31st December last, 
calculated upon the excess of births over deaths, was 10,687, which, added to the prepon- 


derance of arrivals over departures (8,112), swells the number to 18,799, and shews the 
population, upon the date referred to, to have been 411,390. 


Census. 


It must, however, be borne in mind that these figures, as regards the numerical 


strength of the Colony, are but an approximation ; there being no means by which the 
population can be accurately determined until the next Census is taken. Following 
the usual practice of numbering the population quinquennially, the year 1866 should 
have put us in possession of the exact vital power of the country ; the Legislature, 
however, did not deem it necessary to provide the requisite funds for the collection 
of the Census. To postpone this undertaking until the termination of the decennial 
period (1871) will, it is feared, act prejudicially upon the best interests of the Colony, 
as the want of the information will render any attempt to furnish an authoritative 
statement of its prospects in the interval futile, or at least unreliable. 


Rates of 
increase. 


The annual rate of increase of population was 4°78 per cent., by the adopted 


method of estimating the aggregate by the excess of births over deaths, and of arrivals 


over departures 


seaward. 


The marriages exceeded by 98, the births by 402, and the deaths by 151, the 
marriages, births, and deaths of the preceding year. 

In the year 1865, the rate of marriages on population, at 31st December, was 0°87 
to every hundred persons living ; the rate of births, 4°20; and of deaths, 1°60. 

These results contrast favourably with the figures of previous years, and shew that 
the Colony was healthy ; the death-rate, taken in connection with the increase of popu- 
lation, being below the average. 

Table B exhibits separately the number of Marriages, Births, and Deaths regis- 
tered in each quarter of the year, in Sydney, the Suburbs, and the Country Districts.

There were six double marriages during the year 1865:—Three Church of 
England and Roman Catholic, one Presbyterian and one Baptist with Roman Catholic, 
and one by Roman Catholic and District Registrar. 


The number of marriages by each Church, since lst March, 1856, is shewn in the 
following table, from which it will be gathered that the Church of England has fallen off 
in the number of her marriages, while, with two inappreciable exceptions, other denom1- 
nations have largely increased theirs. The marriages before District Registrars, by 
civil contract, have gradually increased, and will probably continue to do so. This class 
of marriages is almost wholly confined to the country districts ; and it may therefore, in 
some degree, be assumed that the convenience of parties marrying is more considered 
than any inclination to dispense with the religious ceremony. In most instances, the 
parties availing themselves of this form of marriage reside in distant and thinly 
populated parts of the country, where the visits of clergymen are not of frequent 
occurrence ; hence those desiring to effect matrimonial arrangements naturally look to 
the District Registrars, who are at all times accessible for the purpose.

By the table alluded to, we learn that in the city of Sydney, of 2,194 persons 
who entered the matrimonial state, 237 were under 21 years of age, consent in such 
cases being necessary ; that 889 bachelors were united to spinsters, 92 bachelors to 
widows, 80 widowers married spinsters, and 86 widowers were allied to widows. As 
regards the educational status of the parties to these marriages, 142 males and 262 
females signed the marriage register with their marks; in 76 cases both affixed their 
marks ; and in each of 252 instances, one only of the parties attached this primitive 


symbol. 


In the suburbs, out of 458 who were married, 70 only were under age; 189 
spinsters married bachelors, 6 bachelors were united to widows, 17 marriages between 
widowers and spinsters were celebrated, and the same number between widowers and 
widows ; 15 males and 30 females signed the registers with marks; in 4 cases only both 
attached the mark-signature, and in 37 one only. 


In the country districts there were 4,504 persons married, of which number 1,848 
bachelors were united to spinsters, 213 bachelors to widows, 96 widowers to spinsters, 
and 95 widowers to widows. 919 of these persons married were minors ; 460 males and 
670 females exhibited a deficiency in the elementary art of writing; in 230 instances 
both parties were unable to write, while in 670 but one in each case attached a mark- 
signature. 


Comparing the education of the classes marrying in each of the three great 
divisions of the Colony with the results of 1864, we find that, based upon the mark test, 
the city of Sydney has improved from 19:50 to 18°45 per cent. ; that is to say, only 18°45 
per cent. of those marrying in 1865 affixed their marks, to 19°50 per cent. in the previous 
year; in the suburbs, from 11°08 to 9°82 per cent. ; and in the country districts, from 
25°33 to 25°09 per cent. It appears by this calculation, therefore, that although it is 
barely an indication of improvement, still, it is satisfactory to learn that there has been 
no retrogression ; and we may reasonably hope that as the educational systems now in 
operation are extended, so will each class gradually emerge from the darkness of illiteracy 
which hangs at present over a large proportion of the population.

Table F, at foot, shews the quarters’ registrations of births, commencing with the 
year 1857. 


The calculations in this table are based on the estimated population at the middle 
of each year. If we take the ratio of increase per 1,000 living in 1857, and compare it 
with that of 1865, we shall find that, in the Sydney District, a loss or falling off of 1°76 
per 1,000 will be the result; in the Suburbs the difference will be 9°46; but in the 
Country Districts it is the converse, a gain or increase in the births registered of 1°51 
per 1,000 is exhibited. Taking, however, the Colony in the aggregate, on a comparison of 
the two periods, there is an actual falling off in the rate of increase by births of 0-14 per 
1,000 living ; this, however, it should be observed, is no criterion of the progress of 
registration, for while this has largely increased, the ratio of the increment on population 
has decreased to the extent described. |

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The number of illegitimate children born during the year 1865, in proportion to Mlegitimates. 
those born in wedlock, is shewn in the following table, and has risen from 23°35 per 
1,000 in 1857, to 35°70 per 1,000 im 1865. In England it is said to be about 65 per 
1,000, in Scotland 95, in France 71, in Austria 118, and in Bavaria 206; so that, as a 
Colony, we yet stand high in the moral scale, although the gradual descent cannot fail to 
be perceptible.

The proportion of illegitimates born in the city of Sydney to those in wedlock 
was, however, not so favourable ;‘this class of births being 5417 per 1,000; in the 
Suburbs, 20°38 per 1,000; and in the Country Districts, 34°50 per 1,000. In the city 
of London but 40:20 births are registered per 1,000 as illegitimate in proportion to the 
offspring of married women; so that the birth-rate of these unfortunates in Sydney 
appears actually higher by 13°97 per 1,000 than in the English metropolis. But while 
this gloomy picture is presented to us upon recorded facts and figures, it may possibly 
be toned down by the knowledge that, in some cases, the issue of criminal intercourse in 
the Suburbs, and in the Country Districts adjacent to Sydney, is charged to this city, in 
consequence of the births taking place in the Benevolent Asylum, and being registered 
at the central office; and as regards the year 1857, and early years of registration, by 
the timidity or unwillingness of the parents to place such births on record. 


A reference to Appendix B of this Report will afford information as to the propor- 
tion of each class of Births in the several Districts of the Colony.

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scale as other district officers of this department. This arrangement would tend greatly 
to the convenience of the citizens, and aid in perfecting the system. It would, however, 
involve an additional expenditure, probably to the extent of £800 per annum; but it 
would relieve the clerks of the central establishment of many of the duties which more 
properly devolve upon a District Registrar, and render the time and services of these 
gentlemen available for work of more profit and advantage to the public. 


My predecessor on several occasions pointed out the desirableness of making such 
an alteration as that referred to, and upon various grounds urged its adoption; giving it 
as his opinion that it would ensure the most perfect accuracy in the registration system ; 
in which I entirely concur. To effect this change, the action of the Legislature would 


perhaps be necessary. 


I find that in 1860 a Bill was prepared with official sanction to attain the object 
in view, but since then no further steps have been taken in the matter. i trust, however, 
that the approaching Session of the Assembly may not close without this and other 
necessary amendments in the Act 19 Vic., No. 34, being introduced, to remove the 
ambiguity which at present exists in many of its clauses, defeating very frequently the 
intention of the Legislature, and placing the officer charged with carrying out the 
provisions of the Act in a position of difficulty, as well as rendering his action nugatory. 


I would also take this opportunity of again alluding to the very unsatisfactory 
state of the Marriage Law of this Colony (19 Vic., No. 30), as regards, especially, the 
notice of intended marriage, and the form of certificate to be issued by the officiating 
Minister or Registrar. The thirteenth paragraph of the late Registrar General’s Report 
of the 8th June, 1860, however, so clearly points out what alterations are required in the 
Act, that I deem it unnecessary to do more than again bring the subject under the notice 


of the Government. 


DEATHS. 
The number of deaths registered during the year 1865 was 6,596, viz., 3,944 
males, and 2,652 females—an increase of 151 upon the deaths (6,445) of the previous 


year. 


The ratio of mortality in the Colony, in proportion to the estimated population on 
the 31st December, 1865, was 1:60 per cent. The average death-rate of the preceding 
five years was 1°74, or 0°14 per cent. in favour of the past year. With the exception of 
the year 1861, when the deaths were but 1°51 per cent., the mortality was below any 
year since the present system of registration came into operation.

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From this it appears that in Sydney and Suburbs there was a decrease of 889 
in the number of deaths during the year 1865; but in the Country Districts an increase 
of 490, shewing therefore an excess of 151, or 2°34 per cent. above the deaths registered 
in the preceding year.

In taking the deaths into consideration, it must not be forgotten, in any comparison 
which may be made, that the rate of mortality in the city is augmented by the deaths 
which occur in the Infirmary, fed to some extent from the Suburbs and Country, and by 
the deaths of the aged and feeble inmates, as well as infants, in other public institutions 
of Sydney.

From these returns we shall be enabled to judge of the relative healthiness of the 
several localities, and, from the minute calculations they contain, to form a tolerably 
eorrect estimate of the necessity of directing attention to their sanitary improvement. 
It is by collecting and arranging such materials, and the facts disclosed on their analysis, 
that we shall arrive at a perfect knowledge of the causes of disease existing in a particular 


locality, and have it in our power to apply a remedy for their removal. At present it 


would appear that the art of preventing the introduction of disease is not sufficiently 
_ cultivated in the Colony ; itis a study for municipal bodies, and the most onerous of their 


duties.

The following deaths at extreme ages were recorded during the year :—73 between 
the ages of 80 and 90; 19 between 90 and 100; and 3 between 100 and 102 years. 


For the purpose of shewing the average mortality under certain degrees of tempera- 
ture during the past seven years, the following table has been compiled, giving the deaths 
in the city of Sydney, the mean temperature in the shade, mean height of barometer, and 
mean rain-fall, during each month of the years 1859 to 1865 inclusive, and the amount of 
ozone in the atmosphere for each month of the years 1863 to 1865 ; the meteorological 
data being obtained from returns furnished from the Sydney Observatory during the 
periods indicated. 

Inquiries into this important subject have been frequently made in England by 
men eminent in science, with the view of ascertaining how far atmospheric changes 
influence the rate of mortality, but nothing sufficiently definite has resulted from their 
labours to form a basis of reasoning. It has been found, from repeated observations in 
London, that the “ seasons, in respect of sickness and mortality, differ year by year, and 
“ do not admit of being reduced to any precise rule. It may, however, be stated, generally, 
“that the amount of sickness tends to vary directly, and the amount of mortality 


“ inversely, as the temperature. The humidity of the air does not appear to have had 
* much 
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“ much effect on disease ; and if it produced any, it was on the diseases of the respiratory 
‘ organs, which were found to be in excess during the months in which the moisture in 
‘the air was the greatest.”” So far as the investigation was carried, it was found that 
“ the causes of sickness were twofold, consisting of atmospheric changes, which may be 
‘submitted to measurement, and of certain more subtle changes in the composition of 
“the air, which at present can neither be analyzed nor estimated. To the former class 
“belong the temperature, moisture, and pressure of the air; to the latter, those emana- 
‘“ tions from the earth, or from human beings themselves, which give rise to the majority 
‘of epidemic, endemic, and contagious diseases.” With this opinion before us, it may 
be interesting to shew the results of the past seven years’ observations in Sydney.

The mean of the months of January, June, and December, exhibited the highest mean monthly 
rates of mortality, the temperature ranging from 70:7 in January, the hottest month of eee ines 
the year, with 137 deaths, to 53°5 in June, with the same number of deaths. In chenie ehatiees 
December, 158 persons died, the thermometer being at 686, rain-fall 2°01, and the ozone 
in the atmosphere, on an average of three years, but 3:°8. September appears to have 
been the healthiest month, 101 deaths only having been recorded as the mean of the 
corresponding month in the septennial period. In February, with a temperature of 70°5, 
rain-fall of 6:20, and the ozone 4°2, but 119 deaths occurred. The largest quantity of 
rain fell in April—8°91 inches; the temperature being 64°8, ozone 5°4, and yet the mean 


deaths in that month were only 115. 


The varying character of these results proves what slight grounds exist for laying no retiable 
th t 
the foundation of a reliable theory, as regards the influence of the seasons upon the ¢tabiished.

Having touched upon all those points which have suggested themselves in the 
course of my inquiry, I have only to conclude my observations by referring to the tables 
in the Appendix, which are complete in detail, and will be found to contain the fullest 
information in connection with the vital interests of the Colony and its inhabitants.
